Aided by. the Enterprise of the Lew. Orleans Times- 
Democrat. 

New ©QRieans, March 22.—To date rations 
Fave been. issued for 22,000 people for fifteen 
.days, which will soon be exhausted. The 
; commissioners have applications for rations 
| for 40,000 .people. This number cannot be 
supplied unless additional donations are re- 
ceived, .Provisions will be shipped daily by 
| outgoing steamers until all ere supplied or 
‘ithe stock exhausted. General York, of 
Concordia parish, has been commissioned by 
“Governor dicEnery to supervise .the delivery 
of rations.and forage and the saving of stock 
elong the. Black, Ouachita, Tepeas and Little 
rivers and.the bayou Macon. 

There being no funds at the disposal of the 
governor, the Times-Democrat supplied the 
farage to be distribu ed by General York, 
and subsequently bought a@ small steamboat 
for his use. It was loa@ed with supplies, and 
to-day the Times-Democrat sent to Commis- 
sioner York,.at Troy, 400 sacks.of corn, one 
handred and fifty sacks of oats, fifty bales of 
hay.and fifty sacks of bran to be.distributed 
in the overtlawed section east of the Ouchita 
river.

William C. Gregory was shot and instantly

killed last night at Awtry’s bar-room, No. 227 
West Peters, by William Davis, a bar tender. 

For some time past Gregory and Davis have 
been fast friends, and as such have been ac- 
customed to take rather unusual liberties 
with each other and with each other’s prop- 
erty. Yesterday Gregory, who was a carpen- 
ter by trade, was not working, and in the 
afternoon made 

AWTRY'S BAR ROOM 
his headquarters. With Gregory during the en- 
tire evening was another one of his friends, 
Fred Cole, who seems also to have been quite 
a friend of Davis. 

While loafing about the bar during the 
afternoon Gregory and Davis engaged in a 
wrestle in a vacantroom inthe rear of the 
bar which was witnessed by Cole alone. 
Soon after the sport was over Cole and 
Gregory left the place and in a short time 

lavis discovered that kis pocket had been 
RELIEVED OF SEVENTEEN DOLLARS. 

Shortly after this discovery Gregory and 
Cole returned to the bar, when Davis accused 
teem of having stolenthe money. The accu- 
sation was met with a prompt and warm de- 
nial. after which Cole and Gregory left the 
bar, neither did they return until a few min- 
utes before the killing took place.

As soon as possible after Cole and Gregory 
had left the bar, Davis notified Officers White 
and Searborough, who were on that beat, 
that Cole and Gregory had robbed him of 
seventeen dollars, and requested their arrest. 
He then wentto Mr. Awtry, his employer, 
and informed him of what had occurred, and 
asked what he should do. 

While Mr. Davis was eonsulting Mr. Awtry 
the officers were busy looking for the two 
men accused of the robbery. They first visited 
Stewat’s bar on Castieberry’s hill, and not 

FIKMDING THE PARTIES 
they wanted, went out eters street to the 
barracks, when they started on their return 
to Awtry’s for the purpose of informing Dayis 
of their success and ascertaining whether or 
not he had seen anything more of the wanted 
men. 

Just before the officers reached the place 
Davis returned with Mr. Awtry, who relieved 
him, and who was soon busily engaged wait- 
ing upon those whe wanted liquor. Among 
others whe came up to the counter to be 
waited on were Cole and Gregory, each of 
whom took a straight drink of whisky and 
then passed from tne notice of Mr. Awtry, 
who turned his attention to others standing in 
front of the counter. 

In about three minutes after Cole and 
Gregory drank, those in the bar-room were 
startled by the 

LOUD REPORT OF A PISTOL 
in tne building. The report indicated that 
the shot had been fired in the large 
vacant room west of the bar room in which 
the crowd were, and the entire party rushed 
through the doors into that room, but not 
seeing any one were about to return to the 
bar when Officer Scarborough, who had just 
reached the building and having heard the 
roport, rushed in and said: “Stop! No one 
shall leave this room until I| find out 
who fired that shot,’’ and as 
the officer closed the door Fred Cole ran into 
his arms exclaiming 
‘BILL HAS KILLED WILL GREGORY.”’ 

Just at this instant Officer White joined 
Officer Scarborough and the two ofticials soon 
ascertained that seven men, R. A. Awtry, J. 
B. Smith, M. Backus, J. H. Daniel. T. J. 
Awtry, Hudson, and Fred Cole were in the 
reoln. 

The officers then passed into the large 
room to their left, and — finding 
nothing proceeded towards the rear rom. 
and as they reached the door leading to this 
room they discovered Will Gregory, one of 
the men for whom they were looking, lying 
upon the floor with the blood wunning in a 
stream from the left side of his face. <A 
glance only was necessary to show that he 
was dead, and then the officers began to as- 
certain 

WHO DID THE KILLING, 

No sooner had White and Scarborough seen 
the dead man than the complaint lodged by 
Davis against him recurred to their mind and 
asuspicion that Davis might in some way be 
responsible for his death originated. 

Just at this moment Davis, who had net 
been seen by any one after being relieved by 
Awtry, was discovered standing in the door- 
wa} leading to the bar behind the counter, 
and was instantly taken in charge by Officer 
White. 

The dead man as he lay upon the floor with 
the blood flowing freely from &n ugly wound 
in the left side of his face, caused all to ask 
but one question, and that was, ‘‘Who did 
this?” Tothis question there was then bat 
one response and that came from Davis, who 
said: 

“THE MAM WHO DID THE SHOOTING, 
ran out that back door.’ With one bound 
officer Scarborough reached the door towards 
which Davis’s index finger was pointing, for 
the purpose of catching, if possible, the mur- 
derer, but the door was locked and the key 
was gone. This only caused the suspicion 
which at first entered the officer's mind to 
grow stronger, and officer white tightened his 
grip upon Davis. 
THR CORONER AND THE CITY PRISON. 

The news of the killing flew fast. and in 
a short time quitea crowd had congregated 
about the bar. Among those who were drawn 
thither by the news-was Captain Bagby, who 
after hearing all that was known, instructed 
Officer White to take Cole and Davis to 
the cala and ordered Officer Scarborough 
to take charge of the dead man and the eo 
nesses, while he went for Coroner Hilburn 
who soon arrived and at onee a jury 
of inquest to be impanelled. _ - 
THE EVIDENCE. 

A jury was soon procured, and after Mr. M 
T. Castleberry had taken the oath as foreman 
and the other eleyen bad subscribed to the

were all sober, He did notsee either of them 
enter the back room. 
ANOTHER WITNESS. : 

J. B. Smith, who resides at 88 Elliott street, 
testified that he knew the deceased and saw 
him last alive about two minutes before the 
killing. He had been with Gregory and Cole 
and the other men who were in the bar when 
the killing occurred. He did not see either 
of them enter the back room or leave the bar- 
room, but heard quarreling in the back room. 
He heard some one say: 

“YOU ARE A D—D LIAR” 
and almost instantly the report of the pistol 
rang out. He thought he recognized Davis's 
voice when the ‘d—d liar’ was used and 
looked in the large vacant room 
but did not see any one, 
and did not know that any one had been shot 
until the dead man was found by the police. 
When he reached Gregory's side he was still 
alive. His tongue was hanging out, but his 
breathing was exceedingly haid, and the 
blood was flowing profusely from a wound 
under the left eye. He held the man’s hand 
until he was dead, and then straightened him 
out and helped to pull off his shoes. 

THE POLICEMAN’S STORY. 

Officer Scorborough testified to the reported 
robbery of Davis by Cole and Gregory, and the 
statement made by Cole when he 
stopped him as he was leaving 
the bar, immediately after the shoot- 
ing. Concluding his testimony the 
otticer said, ‘‘I was standing about ten feet 
from the brilding, waiting for Officer White 
to come, when the shot was fired. We were 
going in the bar to look tor Cole and Gregory, 
and if the shooting had been two minutes 
later we would have saved Gregory’s 
life. When I heard the shot I felt sure it was 
the finale of the reported robbery and hence 
my determination to keep everybody in the 
room until I found out what had happened,” 

HOW THE KILLING OCCURRED, 

The testimony of all the witnesses failed to 
show when Cole, Gregory and Davis left the 
bar or when they entered the rear room, but 
it all led to the conclusion in the minds 
of the jury that Davis had done 
the shooting. So after a consultation with 
the jury the coroner decided to have Fred 
Cole placed upon the stand, which was 
done, and then for the first time light 
was thrown upon the killing. 
Cole stated to the jury that after Davis 
accused him and Gregory of stealing the 
money they left the place and were absent 
some time. About 6:30 o’clock they returned 
and took a drink. They did not see Davis and 
were waited upon by Awtry. After drink- 
ing they passed into the ba*k room, where 
they found Dayis. As soun as they en- 
tered this room Davis said: “You 
stole my inoney.”’ Cole replied by 
saying, ‘Bill, you are mistaken if you think 
1 took your money.’ To this Daws re- 
sponded by saying, ‘I don’t mean you, Fred; 
1 mean Will Gregory.”” This made Gregory 
mad, and he said, ‘Bill, if you say I stole 
your money, you are 


A D--D LIAR, 

and at the same time drawing an iron-handle 
pocket knife from his pants pocket. As he 
drew the knife, while yet talking, he stepped 
towards Davis, when Davis drew his pistol 
and fired. Gregory dropped to the floor and 
Cole made for the door, where he was stopped 
by the officer. 

This testimony by the only man who saw 
the killing was, with what had been heard, 
deemed enough by the jury and the attend- 
ing physician, Dr. Borring, was requested to 
make a post mortem. The ball it was ascer- 
tained had entered the face just below the left 
cheek-bone and had passed toward the back 
of the head, striking the backbone just where 
it joins the skull causing a dislocation of the 
neck and producing mn Poll instant death. 
The balf was supposed to be a 32 and made 
an ugly wound. 

THE FACE WAS DISCOLORED, 
and as Gregory lay in a pool of his own bloud 
his white face, upturned to the sky, with both 
eyes and mouth wide open, it influeuced the 
jury to think that his death was uncalled 
for. He was attired in a neat suit 
of cashmere and_ his pale, white 
face seemed to plead with the jury for a ver- 
dict against his slayer. In his left-hand vest 
pocket was found a knife answering the de- 
scription of the one given by Cole. It was 
shut, and its discovery in his pocket reflected 
somewhat on Cole's story. Had he have had 
the knife in his hand, as Cole claimed 
he could not after the shot was 
fired have shut it up and put it in his pocket 
for the wound paralyzed him and caused al- 
most instant death. 
THE KILLING WAS MURDER 

After considering the testimony and the 
circumstances surrounding the killing the 
jury returned the following verdict:

Poole, a well-known citizen of our county, 
this afternoon met a very sudden death.

On going down the hill 
this side of Lightwood Log creek, a wile from 
town, he accidentally fell out of his buggy on 
his head, the fall breaking his neck and kill- 
ing him almost instantly. A negro man who 
was plowing in a field near by ran to him,and 
with the assistance of a couple of men who 
were coming along the road meeting him, they 
put him in his buggy and bapught his body back 
to town. Judge Poole has long been a resi- 
dent of this county’ He was born and raised 


in Abbeville district, South Carolina, but 
moved to Hart county when a young man. 
Before the war he was fora number of years 
one of the judges of the superior court, and 
at the beginning of the war he raised a com- 
pany in this county that he took off to Vir- 

inta in July, 1861, with the 15th Georgia reg- 
iment under Colonel Thomas W. Thomas.

ELBERT AND AUGUSTA. 


Some Facts and Figures of General State Interest 
Augusta Chronicle. 

The trade of Elbert county may seem a 
small inducement for the construction of so 
expensive a work as a railroad, but those who 
think that this is all that would be gained by 
connecting Elberton with Augusta do not un- 
derstand the situation. Rail connection with 
Elberton means the concentration of the com- 
merce of the counties of I:lbert, Hart, Madi- 
son, Banks, Hall, Habersham, Rabun, Towns 
and White and portions of the two Carolinas 
at Augusta. It means the return of the peo- 
ple of ‘all this section to their natural market 
place. Like the inhabitants of Elbert, those 
of this entire region earnestly desire to trade 
with the commercial men of yourcity. This 
connection by rail means, then, not only the 
supply of merchants and planters with the 
necessaries and luxuries of life, but also the 
augmentation of Augusta's cotton receipts by 
perhaps 50,000 bales annually. It means even 
more than ali this. It almost assures the 
building of the most direct route, through 
Rabun Gap, to the west, which would place 
Augusta sixty-five miles nearer Cincinnati 
than by any other line. A glance at the 
map will prove this. These are some of the 
inducements which occur to me now. Others 
will doubtless suggest themselves to the 
reader. The importance to Augusta of this 
link of rails is patent to every one who 
has given the subject proper thought. How 
to do it, is the question. Elbert does not 
care particularly what route is chosen. The 
Washington branch might be extended 
thirty miles, ora branch built from Craw- 
ford—twenty-eight—when the Georgia road 
would be the chief beneficiary, and, of course, 
‘should be the chief investor. But, if the 
Georgia road is debarred, by reason of the 
lease, from constructing this line, which 
promises so — rofit to its treasury, then 
there is still another way out of the diffi- 
culty. At a point about fifty miles 
up the Savannah river, from Augusta, 
is the burial ground of three of Georgia’s dead 
towns. They bear upon the maps the high 
sounding names of Lisbon, Petersburg and 
Vienna, and are situated about the mouth of 
Broad river, which itself affords sufficient 
water power to turn every spindle in the 
south. These towns were once prosperous 
and populous, a thriving trade being carried 
on by each of them—chiefly, however, by Pe- 
tersburg.

A SAVANNAH MURDER. 


A Saturday Night Tragedy inthe Old Fert Precinet-

Mrs. Whitehurst is unable to 
rent some of the rooms of the house because 
oi the fearful stench from this branch, and 
on Sunday night, when it was so warm, Mr. 
Roland B. Hall was unable to open his back 
window because the stench was intolerable. 
There is no doubt but that a former attache 
of this office lost his life from the malarial 
fever occasioned by this sewer. These are 
facts no one can deny, and, furthermore, 
Judge Simmons, from the bench, said it was 
a nuisance, and the grand jury said as much.

He was employed in the Turkish 
bath rooms at Bagg’s hotel, and for the past 
e.ghteen months has labored under the delu- 
sion that he wasan ambassador from heaven.

A TALK WITH DR FELTON. ~ 
We print in another column a letter from 


Dr. W. H. Felton about the killing of ‘‘old 
‘“‘man Hicks,” alluded to ina paragraph in 
he last issue of Tne Constitution. The par- 
ties who killed Hicks were deputy United 
States marshals, acting under General Long- 
street. Mr. Clark has been removed from of- 
fice, his successor appointed, confirmed, qual- 
ified, and in office. If Clark is still to be re- 
sponsible for all that is improper that is done 
in.the marshal’s oftice, and in the collection 
of internal revenue, let it beso. But if the 
United States court will only let the state 
court try some of these murderers, it will 
soon be found out who isto blame. These 
deputy marshals went to Gwinnett county, 
laid in wait for the old man till daylight, and 
in his yard, in two feet of his poor old wife, 
shot him down like a aog, with no resistance, 
not even a word, It is true, he did wrong to 
distil liquor without license, but it Ys enough 
to touch the heart of a brute to hear the de- 
tails of the foul manner in which he was as- 
sassinated by those men with commissions 
from General Longstreet in their pocket. 


Shot down without a moment's 
time to prepare for death—withont any no- 


tice of a desire on the part of these men 
that they were trying to arrest him. He 
fell bleeding in his yard, and while the old 
man was struggling from the death wounds, 
and his wife and daughter were trying to 


these assassins—they turn and wound a hal 
witted son of the old man with the same 
weapons that had just been used to kill 
his father. To show how cruel these men 
were after this disgraceful conduct, they 
take this wounded boy, without further no- 
tice of the _ terrible crime they  huave 
committed, leaving the mutilated body of 
the old man, with no one to care for it but 
the grief stricken wife and davgliter. These 
are the facts which have not been denied and 
cannot be denied. Now, what has been done 
about it. Forthree days the United States 
court here in Atlanta, the district attorneys 
of the United States for Georgia, and the 
United States marshal for Georgia, have been 
wrestling over the case—not to see that these 
men are punished for killing Hicks, but to 
keep the murderers from being carried to 
Gwinnett county where the killing occurred. 
These assassins were not even placed in jail 
until yesterday, and this we hear was in obe- 
dience to a direct order from Washing- 
ton city to the United States marshal. 

The crime was cold blooded and brutal, and 
the management of the case—whoever is re- 
sponsible for it—is as brutal as the killing. 
The majority of the people of Gwinnett 
county are law-abiding citizens. They enforce 
the penal laws as vigorously as any commu- 
nity in this land, and they are justly outraged 
at the whole case from its inception to the 
present time. A leading citizen of - this 
county was in our office yesterday and in- 
formed us of the fact that there are men act- 
ing as deputy marshals who have indictments 
against them in Gwinnett county for crimes 
involving moral turpitude. These cases 
are always transferred to the United States 
court, and these men are as defiant and 
as lawless when they come into the county as 
ever the guerrillas were during the war when 
they wandered through the county on pre- 
tense of scouting and had no restraint for 
their crimes. 

If it was under Andrew Clark’s manage- 
ment that Hicks was killed, why is it that it 
is under General Longstreet’s management 
that this disgraceful attempt is being made to 
shield these assassin? These men are now in 
jail here, Dr. Felton; they ought to be in jail 
in Gwinnett county. We appeal to you to use 
your efforts to have them sent to that county 
and tried and punished, if found guilty. 

You won’t find Andrew Clark in the way, 
if you do, we will help you shove him out,but 
join us in an earnest effort to have the mur. 
derers of this old man punished without re 
gard to who are their friends, what party 
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this for the pretection of life and liberty in 
this state. We want the law enforced against 
illicit distillers, and will aid all we can to 
| have it done, but'while enforcing the law to 
collect the revenue, let those who have the 
law in their hands be held to as strict an ac- 
countability for its willful and malicious vio- 
lation as the moonshiners are.

INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES. 

By asnug vote the ways and means com- 
mittee has decided to report a bill to abolish 
all internal revenue taxes except the tax on 
distilled liquors, malt liquors and manufac- 
tured tobacco, and taxes on bank circulation 
and on alcoholic medicines, reserving for fur- 
ther consideration a reduction of the tax on 
cigars, and of the special taxes on dealers and 
manufacturers. This is a modification of the 
scheme that the monopolists proposed a week 
or so ago, when they hoped to effect a reduc- 
tion of $65,000,000 in internal taxation. Their 


committee stood ready to report the scheme, 
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of the proposition. They now ask for the 
next best attainable thing, and the ways and 
means committee are. of course, ready to 
‘meet their wishes. 

If the new proposition becomes a law, the 
income of the government will be reduced 
about $17,000,000. Last year the taxes which 
it is proposed to abolish, yielded revenue, as 
follows :

A reduction of the tax on cigars and of the 
special taxes, would probably carry the total 
reduction to twenty millions; and of this vast 
sum the masses will come in for about three 
millions only, or the amount heretofore col- 
lected from matches. If congress has the in- 
terest of the people at heart, instead of the 
monopolists, it will abolish the match tax, 
and find all other reductions in the list of le 
galized robberies that constitute a considera- 
ble part of the present tariff.

WHERE AND HOW THEY ARE 
MADE IN WASHINGTON. 


A Visit to the Bureau of Engraving and Printing—En- 
tering the Bureau-The Engravers at Work— 
Printing from the Plates—The Countere— 

Tne Money Madc--Pretty Girls.

Wasuxxaton, March 19.—There is a won- 
derful charm about money. People talk of 
it more than of any other one thing—when 
they become civilized enough to worship 
mammon. The man who has made millions by 
the merest accident of oil strikes or bonanza 
‘‘inds,”’ turns the heads of thethousands as he 
walks the streets and sweeps other topics out 
of consideration until he disappears. When 
the bank of California resumed after the 
panic bushels of gold were piled on its coun- 
ters, and almost the entire city of San Fran- 
cisco marched through to gaze and gloat over 
it. Barnum said he could double itif iteeuld 
be carried around and exhibited a few months.

seat from England by the government, and 
old Rothschild begged the privilege of seeing 
it.

I have seen people stand and gaze with evi- 
dent delight irom the marble gallery in the 
treasury building that looks down into the 
eash room where the clerks are clinking gold 
and tossing crisp paper money from nimble 
fingers. None of the public institutions of 
the capital has the fascination of the bureau 
of printing and engraving. 

WHERE GREENBACKS ARE MADE. 

It is here where greenbacks—the prettiest 
and the finest money in the world—are made. 
This work was formerly done _— in 
the treasury building, but there it 
was *cramped, and two yeurs ago was 
completed near the slowly rising Washington 
monument a handsome, pressed-brick build- 
ing toserve as a money mill. A structure 
more defiant of fire was probably never built. 
Its massive Walls with the beautiful glazed 
brick inside, its stone and iron stairways with 
rails of polished brass, its tloorings of colored 
tiles, its cold, clicking machinery—all im- 
press the idea of indestructibility. The gov- 
ernment is generous in gratifying the curiosi- 
ty of the people and pays guides to show vis- 
itors through places where they cannot be 
trusted alone. 

ENTERING THE BUREA®. 

When -you enter the bureau you are polite- 
ly bowed to a sitting room where you register 
your name and occupation, if you have any. 
in a few minutes a genide 
comes and calls, “This way, please!’ 
Generally he is an old man whose life has 
simmered down to climbing and descending 
stairs while he repeats with almost metallic 
precision an array of data intended to illu 
mine the occasion. He takes only tive or six 
visitors at a time for he is going through 
The making of yvreenbacks is 
artistic in every one of many processes 
from the first preparation of the fine, strong 
paper destined to bearthe nation’s promise to 
pay. The weaving in of silken fibre, the deli- 
cate finish of the paper itself, is one of the 
fortresses against the countertfeiter for it often 
foils him when he has his steel cut lines 
traced to perfection. Every morninga heavy, 
box of a vehicle, looking like a huge iron 
safe on wheels, trundles from the 
treasury’ over to the bureau bringing 
the paper destined to return as money. Every 
one of these myriad sheets is counted at the 
treasury and charged tothe bureau. Every 
one must be returned in perfect money, or 
even if spoiled by some unlucky accident. 
The careful account thus begun continues 
through the mdny handlings of tbat precious 
paper, guarding every avenue of fraud, mak- 
ing every human being who touches it honest 
as the conductor's bell-punch is bonest, be- 
cause it is impossible to be otherwise. 

THE ENGRAVERS. 

In a room on the first tloor are the engravers, 
about a score of them bending under mellow, 
milk-white shades patiently putting features, 
expression, grace and language into the re- 
sisting steel. On the walls hang some rare 
specimens of their cunning. A finished 
money piate'is a work of art, and would 
cost about = $1.500. The government 
pays skilled engravers so well that 
counterfeiting loses much ef its charm. The 
great vaults in this room hold the plates, and 
there they rest every night. ‘The locks are 
set so that they cannot be opened until seven 
o'clock every morning, and then only by the 
presence and aid of three officials, each witha 
diiferent key. 
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PLATE PRINTING. 

Up stairs we see the plates in use on a hun- 
dred engraver’s presses. The .men run the 
presses while the girls lay the paper in place 
and take it away with the clear impressi'n on 
it as it smokes from the heat necessary in the 
process. The pressmen are paid by the piece, 
and some of them acquire a wonderful dex- 
terity. They are required to pay the girl 
$1.25 aday out of their wages, but [ saw one 
who had $5.50 left for himself on an average 
day's work. 

very turn of the lever on the press registers 
and at the day's close each pressman has to 
account for every sheet he has handled. 

The money is printed trom bills on the 
sheet. After being numbered and receiving 
the seal, it goes to another room where it is 
counted again and placed in a drying ma- 
chine, very much like a patent peach dryer. 
When thoroughly dry the sheets of four bills 
each, are put under a pressure of six or eight 
tons, and this gives a new bill itsindependent 
stiffness, so that it wants to get right out of 
your pocket. The bills are then severed and 
done up in packages of one thousand each. 
These are carried toa room where the. final 
count takes place. 

THE COUNTERS. 

All the best counters are women. Most of 
them are paid by the number and some of 
them have fingers of wonderful limberness. 
One woman is pointed out to every body. 
She has a nationalreputation. Shecan count 
a thousand bills in six minutes, the fastest 
time on recerd, and in all the millions she has 
counted has never made a single mistake! 
When the money is finally counted it goes to 
the vaults and thente to the treasury when 
the superintendent has accounted for all the 
raw material he took out to transform into 
such precious shape. 

THE MONEY MADE. 

The process is longer and more interesting 
than the operation at the mint. The bureau 
is fast growing into fame as one of the most 
interesting institutions in the country. It 
employs about four hundred operatives. Most 
of them are girls and, though generally from 
lowlier walks of life than the coquettish 
demoiselles of the treasury, are as a rule 
much better looking. Now and_ then 
a face of striking beauty beams on 
you from behind the iron grating that keeps 
the dear captive to her task and wards you 
from her and her money. 

Some very fine work}is shown on the reve- 
nue stamps of various kinds, for they are all 
made here. Butthe chaarm is in the money, 
the .representative of power, the lever that 
moves the mighty complications of commerce, 
the magic that playson the motives of men 
sweeter than siren song, more fatal than the 
languor of the lotus. You see it all around 
you, new, crackling, lovely in its tantalizing 
nearnses and iermenting in its infinite dis- 
tance from your willing clutch. 

In the engraving room I saw a reminder of 
Georgia, at once glorious and sad. 

THE TWIGGS SWORDS. 

In a case suspended against a wire screen 
are three swords. The guide soon sings out 
his story of them, and you learn that they 
were given to General Twiggs, of Georgia, for 

llant service in the Mexican war. Congress 


.. donated the costliest of the three with scabbard 


and hilt of solid gold inlaid with precious 
stones, among them a half dozen blazing dia- 
monds. Twenty thousand dollars in a sword! 
The state of Georgia attested her appreciation 
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~ turn to darling dimples! 
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of her son with a sword costing $10,000, but 
even more beautiful in design than the 
richer gift of the federal government. 
The Georgia coatof arms caps the hilt in 
mimic perfection, The third sword was given 
by the city of Augusta, and cost $3,000, mak- 
ing the total value of these-testimonials $33,- 
000. But what priceless associations cluster 
around them brighter than gold or gem! How 
hung here in captivity they tell of a man who 
amoug the flower of the land in that war of 
sentiment and chivalry, bore himself such a 
gallant knight thatthis triple tribute was 
deemed his due reward. During the confed- 
erate war the swords were sent to New Orleans 
for safe keeping. When Ben Butler began to 
examine the closets and pantries of that luxu 
riant city he found these superb swords 
and, with a liberality he frequently exercised 
on things belonging to other people sent- 
them to Abraham Lincoln. The president re 
fused to accept them and sent them to the 
treasury for safe keeping. There they lay 
until moved to this building, two years ago. 
Several efforts have been made by the heirs 
of General Twiggs to recover them, but they 
are still there a shining satire on justice and 
magnanimity, 
STEEL, SINEWS 

_ Ihave hastily sketched an outline of the 
interesting features of this novel institution. 
A round of the curiosities in Washington 
would not be complete without an hour spent 
here, The deft skillof human hands, the

FROMA "COALITION COLONEL.”’ 


Dr. Felton Writes from “Near Cartersville” About 
the Hicks Muréder. 

NEAR CARTERSVILLE, March 22.—Editors 
Constitution: THE Constitution of to-day has 
just reached me. In your editorials 1 find 
the following: ; 

While caucusing at the Markham house, hunting 
for something to make a fuss about, why did not 
the coalition colonels have something to say about 
poor old Hicks, who was assassinated in Gwinnett 
county? Jf the assassins had not been their polit- 
ical allies, what a howl they would have made. 

1 ain led to suppose that you really wish to 
hear something from the “‘eoalition colonels”’ 
on the subject, although you will understand 
I lay no claim to the title of colonel. 

The murder of Mr. Hicks is believed to bea 
most cold-blooded, brutal one. It was com- 
mitted under the management of Collector 
Andrew Clark, of whom you were obliging 
enough to say some days ago: ‘He has de- 
voted himself to the faithful discharge of the 
duties of his office. He whipped the fight and 
collected the revenue.. Of course he made 
enemies, and they have succeeded in having 
him removed.” 

After that indorsement I think you will 
agree with me that the ‘‘coalition colonels” 
are not the men to be called on to defend Mr. 
(lark or to condemn Mr. Hicks. 

To go back a littie further: In the year 1880, 
very soon after Senator Brown took possession 
of General Gordon’s vacated seat, he called 
on Commissioner Raum. The National Re- 
publican gave the following account of the in- 
terview, Which I copy verbatim:

Major J. F. Cummings spoke in favor of 
uniting the board of trade with the proposed 
exchange. He thought it was absolutely nec- 
essary that the business men of Atlanta 
should take some action in the matter, get 
some good rooms and secure to the city 
board of trade or exchange rooms that would 
do credit to Atlanta. The rules of the Savan- 
nah, Memphis and Charleston exchanges 
were, he said, 
New York cotton exchange. He spoke o 
the advantages of having a pleasant place to 
which visiting business men could be invited. 
He suggested the adoption of the rules which 
govern the Memphis or Savannah exchanges, 
making a few alterations to suit this location. 

Mr. H.{H. Starr moved that the secretary 
take the names of those who would become 
members in case the organization sould be 
satisfactorily effected.

Mr. Harle,of the special committee appoint- 
ed to confer with the board of trade in refer- 
ence to the proposed. consolidation, reported 
that he had taiked with a number of the 
members of the board of trade and that they 
were willing to unite with the exchange. He 
thought that the expense of keeping up the 
exchange would be about a thousand dollars 
a year including six hundred fora secretary. 
Mr. George W. Parrott spoke in favor of 
calling on all the business men of Atlanta to 
join and assist in sustaining the institution. 
There seemed to be quite a difference of 
opinion as to what it was proposed to do. 
Some of those in attendance seemed to have 
an idea that the object of the proposed con- 
solidation was tc provide a pleasant suite of 
rooms where meetings could be held and 
things conducted somewhat after the methods 
of the present board of trade, but upon a more 
extensive scale. Another wing of the meet- 
ing held to the idea that it was a business en- 
terprise and would involve the outlay of a 
considerable amount of money, that the 
market quotations by telegraph would be de- 
sired, aud that the exchange would ulti- 
mately assume very large proportions. 

Some very spirited discussions 
place as to. the method of pro- 
cedure, Mr. Dunn and Mr. 
Haas, of the board of trade, spoke briefly. 
Mr. Dunn said he saw no objection to a con- 
solidation. Mr. Haas said that he was not 
opposed toa consolidation, but that the new 
organization would have to be established on 
a money basis. Several other short addresses 
were made, 

Major Cuinmings moved the appointment 
of a committee to be composed of Messrs. 8. 
M. Inman, Bb. E. Crane and R. I. Maddox to 
confer with the Western Union telegraph 
conipany to see if any arrangement could:be 
made for supplying the new exchange with 
commercial news. The motion was put and 
carried. 

On motion of Major Cammings, a conimit- 
tee composed of Mr. J. J. Toon, Mr. James 
Bridge and Mr. Green Adair, was appointed 
to canvas the city and see how the business 
men feelon the subject, and to secure the 
name of those who will become members of 
the exchange. 

The meeting then adjourned to~ convene 
again next Wednesday evening at four 
o'clock, at the chamber of commerce, at 
which time the matter will be more thorongh- 
lv discussed, and perhaps more definite ac- 
tion taken.

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OKLAHOMA. 


Settlers Will no Longer be Mara«sed by the Military, 
Though United States Marshals May Boss Them. 
Chicago Tribune. 

Wicaita, Kas., March 15.—A party of Okla- 
homa colonists have just arrived in this city 
from the ceded lands of Oklahoma. Forabout 
two weeks they were confined at Fort Reno, 
until released by orders from the commander 
of the military depart.sent— presumably upon 
the order of General John Pope, who is now 
being harassed by suits on accougt of his 
actions heretofore and his policy toward the 
Oklahoma colonists. The Oklahoma boomers 
say that they were released by Major Ran- 
dall, the commandant at Reno, and 
they also learned from him _ that the 
troopg would make no further inter- 
ference with any persons attempting to make 
a settlement in tue Indian Territory or upon 
the Oklahoma lands; that if any arrests were 
made in the future of any intended colonists, 
it would be dune by the United States mar- 
shal of the western district of Arkansas. As 
a mutter of course the marshal cannot roam 
around loose over the Indian Territory, and 
has his bands full to execute writs and gen- 
eral processes. The party further report that 
there are no vutlying camps of federal troops 
in the territory, all troops having been 
recalled to Forts Sill and Reno. Captain 
Payne has not been molested, but is comfor- 
tably housed on the north fork of the Cana- 
dian river, has his 160 acres of fine bottom 
land selected, has plowed and @lanted his 
garden, and desired the party to bring back 
with them a good selection of garden seeds. 
The colonists report an abundance of game, 
the weather warm, and trees in blossom. They 
regard the new policy of the government 
in withdrawing the troops from Oklahoma 
lands with great favor and as virtually open- 
ing the lands to white settlement and im- 
provement. They wiil return in a few days 
with their families and their numbers largely 
increased. They are watching with great in- 
terest the action of congress upon the biils 
now pending both in the house and senate. 
Any one of these bills, while not recognizing 
the new territory of Oklahoma, substantially 
will open that portion of the Indian ‘Terri- 
tory to settlement. For example, the bill 
now pending in the house to extend over the 
entire Indian Territory the jurisdiction of a 
United States court would introduce white 
officials, vreak down the barriers with which 
the tribes now seek to surround themselves, 
bring the tribes into closer relations with the 
whites, introduce frailways, schools, and 
other evidences of civilization, and eventually 
open asplendid section of the country to white 
occupancy. The quicker this is done the better 
it will be for not only the whites, but the In- 
dians. Notwithstanding the opposition of the 
interior department and the Indian ring to 
perpetuate the present policy of the govern- 
mentand the present order ot things in the 
Indian territory, the determined Oklahoma 
colonists have much that justifies them in 
their claims in maintaining that these Okla- 
homa lands are not reserved Jands, but lands 
absolutely ceded to the general government 
by treaty, and the government has recognized 
this fact by granting a right of way through 
these lands to the Atlantic and Pacific railroad 
company; and, further, congress has passed 
a resolution prohibiting any further settle- 
ment of Indians upon these lands by reason 
of the menace their occupancy would be to 
the farming and industrious frontier settle- 
ment in the states of Texas and Kansas, 


A WOMAN'S DUEL. 


Two Women Fight by Moonlight for a Lover. 
Special Dispatch. to the Enquirer. 

WasHinoton, N. C., March 20.—The inhab- 
itants of the beautiful valley of Tyron moun- 
tain were this morning startled by the dis- 
covery of a tragedy, startling, sickening and 
romantic in its details, it being no less than a 
deadly duel between two women, to decide 
which of the twain should have solely the 
affection of aman who had been paying at- 
tention to them both. Last night they met, 
and, after a desperate hand-to-hand conflict, 
one was left dead upon the field, although, 
as the sequel proved, her defeat was encom- 
passed by means of foul play: 

Robert S. Elby, a young farmer in humble 
life, lived near the scene of the tragedy. A 
year ago he was an ardent suitor for the hand 
of Miss Gracie Mills, who lived just over the 
South Carolinaline; but, although he courted 
her frequently, she would not marry him. 
Some months since he met Miss Jane Jackson, 
who lived in the valley of Tyron mountain, 
here in North Carolina, and he gave up his 
long struggle for the hand of the South Caro- 
lina maiden and transferred his affections to 
Miss Jackson, upon whose heart, after more 
than one assault, he appeared to make some 
impression. As soon as the South Carolina 
woman discovered this she entertained vio- 
lent hatred toward Jane Jackson, and the 
feeling was returned by her rival, who had 
succeeded in getting tne love of the man 
which had been rejected by the woman who 
was now vexed at not taking it when she had 
the chance. soth were robust, country wo- 
men, and it was thought that there would be 
trouble between them, as each had on more 
than one occasion detied the other. 

Last night Miss Jackson was sitting in the 
house with a triend, Dora Spencer. Just at 
dark a voice was heard from the road calling 
Jane Jackson. Janegot up and went out, and 
never returned. This morning when search 
was made the searching party came upon a 
spot which gave evidence thatit had been the 
tield of a desperate battle for life. Sticks and 
stones were there, and the ground wes torn by 
the tramping of feet, while the soil had been 
turned into gory mud, Further search re- 
vealed a trail showing that a body had been 
dragged, ard further on in a ereek lay the 
body of Jane Jacksons, stiff and cold, and in 
one of her clenched hanbs was found a tuft 
of the hair of her assailant, which indicated 
that she had made a desperate s«ruggle for her 
life. 

From all the evidence that could be elicited 
it seems that the two women met out in the 
road that night. The tracksshow that Gracie 
Mills was accompgnied by a man, and when 
she was getting the worstort the fight her male 
partner came up and struck a fatal blow with 
a fence-rail upon the head of Miss Jackson, 
and the two together proceeded to murder 
her. The hair which the dead woman 
clutched in her hand was that of Gracie Mills. 
Who her male accomplice was is a mystery. 
The murderess has fled, and there is no clew 
to her whereabouts. The affair has caused 
wild excitement.

INDIANAPOLIS, March 22.—A sensational suicide 
octurred ‘about 11:45 o clock last night, near the 
Telephone works. Kugene Stephenson, aged 22, 
had been visiting his sweetheart, and immediately 
after parting from her shot himself through the 
heart. His parents forbade his marriage with the 
girl, she being a Catholic, while he was a member 
of Koberts’s Park Methodist K iscopal church, and 
this was doubtless the cause of the suicide.

THE PARKS AND WATER, 


Communications of Many Interested Citizens. 

Eprrors Constitution: ‘Your columns the 
morning of the 2Ist announce the proceed- 
ings of the city council upon the purchase of 
a park, and the offer of certain gentlemen to 
the city of 120 acres of land more or less to be 
applied to that purpose for the price of $15,- 
(0), 

Less than two weeks since our city was so 
poor serious thoughts were taken to levy a 
special tax to supply the necessary water and 
the needed repairs upon our streets. It was 
urged then by able gentlemen that our treas- 
ury was too low now to supply these necessi- 
ties, and could not do so without the named 
special tax. 

Whata change has come upon our city! 
How suddenly wealthy it has gotten! “On 
what meat doth this” great city ‘‘feed that’’ 
she ‘‘has grown so” fat? How has she become 
so rich and in so short a time! 

Only this morning, and as every day, I 
read in your paper the report of General Ma- 
cauley upon the practical necessity of im- 
proving cur water facilities, and the great 
danger to the entire city of leaving them as 
they are. The answer then was—and as it 
ever is—we are unable to raise the means to 
improve. 

Can the city then afford, at this time, with 
needs for revenue on all sides to make such 
an investment? Has it $15,000 to spend in 
such a luxury? 

Ah! but say they, “This is an esthetic ne- 
cessity..” “We must have it.’ “The city 
needs some resort, some place of beanty.”’ 
“It isso refining.” Just as some unwise man 
who has laid the foundation and ftrame-work 
of his house might say, ‘‘I’m obliged to have 
a tlower-garden. It has a refining influence 
upon my children, It so charms the eye, 
and is such an esthetic necessity.’”’ Thus he 
leaves the frame-work of his house and sets 
about arranging this lovely garden. Before 
many days the rains come. He and his child- 
ren have no shelter but the open frame-work 
of the unfinished house, and now while the 
rain falls he and they can enjoy their lovely 
“esthetic necessity,’’ while ‘‘its refining influ- 
ences’” pour in. 

I ask, then, can the city afford to spend 
money in this way before she is able? Of 
course by this offer these gentlemen will lose 
nothing. The land may have cost them more 
money, but the enhancement of property 
which they retain will more than double 
what they apparently donate. It is only an 
investment with the city which they expect 
to record with a ten-fold increase, besides en- 
hancing their street railroad stock to an ines- 
timable value. It will pay them weil to sell 
the 120 or 110 acres for $15,000, but how about 
the city? Is it not so poor now that 
besides the regular tax, all _— streets 
have to be paved and side- 
walks laid by the property owner 
paying two-thirds of the entire expense? Has 
it not been the cry for months here that the 
city was financially unable to fix her streets, 
and has this not been enforced lately by the 
cry for special tax”? 

But this is not all. After expending the 
$15,000 for the purchase of the land, how much 
more ‘wil] it take to make a park? If all the 
taxes arising from the increase of property in 
that section were applied to making the park, 
it would require more, There is not a more 
rugged piece of land around this city, and as 
to enriching, it would require an immense 
amount. The Central park company of New 
York, it is said, expended for the one purpose 
of getting their park into shape, $5,000; but 
[ presume not the kind of shape of the pro- 
posed 110 or 120 acres. If so, it Was singular 
Laste. 

This brings us to another point. If located 
that far out, how many of our citizens could 
reach it? Street cars would be the cheapest 
way of access. How many could pay the tare 
there and back io see the park many times a 
week? ‘There are some who could do so, but 
those of limited means could not. The former 
can have access to parks at any time by their 
charming drives in the country, but if located 
as proposed, those of limited circumstances 
will neither have the means nor the time. 
Besides, a good portion of the land 1s 80 
far as to be outside of city limits and 
free of taxation. Improvement to 
property there would be no _— good 
for increasing revenue, while that portion of 
the park would all the same receive its part 
of the expenditures. , ' 

Let the city take this additional expense, 
let herincrease the call for revenue, and it will 
be but a step towards the necessity for special 
taxation, and but the signal of poor people, 
who haye by their hard earned labor accu- 
mulated a little home, to sell, forced to do so 
by the new burdens of increased taxation. 

“Go on! Increase taxation, and you will but 
smother the demand for property and real es- 
tate investments in our city. 

I am for a park when we are able, and if in 
an accessible place, otherwise it will fail oi the 
purpose for which it wasintended. If we are 
forced to buy, then it seems to me that the 
proposition ot Colonel L. P. Grant 1s far more 
liberal, and the land more accessible. Very 
respectfully, : KE.

THE WHOLE CITY INTERESTED. 

Editors Constitution: In the location of 
the park the whole city is vitally interested 
in getting a site that will prove in after years 
to be the best pleasure ground for the babies 
and their mothers who will most need it. 
There should be plenty of space and as great 
diversity in shape of surface of the ground as 
possible. In many respects the plat of ground 
offered to the city by Colonel L. P. Grant 1s 
superior to thatso strenuously put forward 
by the Gate City street railroad and its stock- 
holders. These gentlemen are confessedly in 
earnest and the reason probably is they see 
ten dollars for them for every one they 
‘sacrifice’ for the city. The car company 
does not claim, I believe, more than 120 acres, 
while the (rant place has upwards of 200 
acres. The ca; company’s land fronts for some 
distance on the Air-Line railroad and will be 
traversed by the car company’s own horse 
cars. These are twoserious objections to the 
use of this land fora park, both on account 
of the danger to the children and the injury 
to sick people from noise. No mother could 
safely permit her children in such a park un- 
less the railroad was walled out and the car 
company’s track walled in, and _ to 
say nothing of the expense of such a 
wall, it would certainly detract 

very much from the convenience and appear- 
ance of the park tec have a double wall 


running through it near the center. 
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city authorities will take the trouble to ex: | 
amine it they will find the Grant land a 
magnificent site for a park. It has natural 
cliffs, valleys, springs, branches and original 
woods, which New York city has spent so 
many millions to construct in Central park ; 
and I feel quite sure that lakes and stone 
bridges which add so much to the beauty 
of a park could be constructed 
here in after years t> the great- 
est advantage. The car company should 
construct their own park and then cut it u 

with their tracks as they please and that will 
be their own business. There will be no lack 
of transportation tofthe park wherever located, 
for Colonel Peters or some other enterprising 
citizen will quickly build a car line to it, sim- 
ply because it will pay him todo it. The city 
authorities would be unfaithful to their 
trusts did they fail to make a thorough exam- 
ination of the Grant land. Let them do this 
and they will-be in a condition to decide the 
matter inteiligently, and I have no doubt 
they will so decide it to serve the best inter- 
est of the city, butno man, however honest 
or intelligent, can do himself, or those he 
represents, justice without the facts are be- 
fore him.

SOUTH ATLANTA AND THE PARK. 

Eprtors Constitution: The citizens of 
south Atlanta should feel deeply indebted to 
Mayor English for blocking, for the present, 
the purchase of the propose? park near Ponce 
DeLeon springs. 

Your correspondent has not seen all the 
citizens of south Atlanta, nor is he authorized 
to speak for any one but himself, but he can- 
not think a single citizen of said portion of 
the city can be found who is willing to see the 
Ponce DeLeon project succeed, unless he is 
directly interested in said trade. 

For ten years north Atlanta has been re 
ceiving more than her share out of the city 
treasury. The chief reason for this cannot be 
explained in any other way than that the 
supiness of the citizens of the south part of 
the city. The south side pay as much tax as 
the north side and certainly have as much 
population. If this is so shatl we who live 
onthe south side sit by longer with arms 
folded and never claim or ask for anything? 
Is it right that the city’s money shall be hid 
away neer Ponce de Leon springs without the 
consent or approval of the people? 

If nothing else will satisfy north Atlanta 
but this Ponce de Leon purchase, let them 
have half the fund, $7,500, and pay for the 
same. Let south Atlanta have her half to be 
expended on the Grant, Murphy or Inman 
property or such property as she may select. 
We of south Atlanta have certainly submitted 
long enough in such matters to our Peachtree 
and Jackson street friends. 

We do not ask the north side for anything 
but ours—they will certainly be content in 
these matters with that which is justly theirs. 

CITIZEN, 
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THE RED OAK PRECEDENT 


Followed by the United States Judges in the Habcas 
Corpus Case. 

Yesterday Judge Pardee and Judge Boarman 
handed down their decision in the Bolton- 
Freeland habeas corpus case, ordering that the 
defendants in the Hicks killing case 
shall be tried in the JUnited States 
court. Thomas P. Westmoreland was ap- 
pointed special attorney to represent the goy- 
ernment in the prosecution before the United 
States commissioner and to assist the solicitor 
general of Gwinnett county in obtaining 
a true billand to follow the case into the 
United States court. The district attorney 
will defend the prisoners. The preliminary 
trial will take place before a United 
States commissioner, and if the evidence will 
justify it, the defendants will be admitted to 
bail. The Judge’s decision reads as follows: 

After an examination of all the authorities 
cited and to be found, we are constrained to 
follow the decision of Judge Woods in the 
Red Oak cases, reported in 5d federal register, 
117. The learned attorney-genera) who has 
favored us with an argument, admits 
the constitutionality of the section 
643 of the United States revised 
statutes in question, but makes his whole 
contention upon the ground that the attempt- 
ed removal is premature—before indictment 
found. The decision of Judge SWoods refer- 
red to is directly in point, for it was rendered 
in a case identical in all its features With the 
one at bar. Aside fromthe weight to be 
given to a decision rendered by ‘a judge of 
such high standing it is to be considered 
that Justice Woods is now the circuit jutice of 
this court, and for us to dissent from his con- 
clusions in such a matter, is to render the 
practice of the court In @ very important 
class of cases unsettled and uncertain. But 
we take it that the decision in question is 
right and supported by the law, and reason of 
the case, counsul adnuits, and it 
seems indisputable, that fon _ filling 
an affidavit and issuing a warrant by a com- 
mitting magistrate in the state of Georgia a 
prosecution iscommenced. Itis diffienlt to 
conceive of a@ prosecution commenced with- 
out its having been commenced in a court. 
Then we have in this case the compliance 
with the first condition ofsection 643: **‘When 
any criminal prosecution is commenced in 
any court of a state,’’ which is the only 
provision in the section controlling 
the time after which the removal mav be 
made. Which particular court of the state 


and whether a court of record is immaterial. 
If the prosecution is commenced and in any 
court of the state the statute is operative. 
No argument in favor of prematurity can be 
properly based on the point that the prosecu- 
tion is to be removed for trial, and therefore 
can not be removed until indictment found. 
W hatever is to be tried in the siate court is to 
be removed to the circuit for trial. If on 
affidavit as @ court of enquiry then we try 
here on affidavit as a court of inquiry. If an 
indictment as criminal court of record then 
we try it here on the indictment and accord- 
ing to the laws provided for such eases. The 
ditticulties that may be encountered in trying 
the case in the circuit court can cut no figure 
at this time, for the only question now is the 
single one of the right of removal. 

The reason of the case goes too in favor of 
removal as soon as prosecution is instituted. 
If the government is to protect its officers at 
allit should protect them in full. To allow 
them to be arrested and incarcerated for an 
indefinite time by the courts of the state 
even with a final prospect of removal, is to 
allow them to be constantly intimidated in 
the discharge of their duties by the danger of 
imprisonment before trial, and to allow the 
government to be crippled in the execution 
of its laws and the ¢Gollection of its 
revenue by the = arrest and indefi- 
nite imprisonment of its officers. 
It is fair to presume that the fullest protec- 
tion of the officers and of the government in- 
terests was intended by congress in passing 
the act, even if it was not intended to pro- 
hibit all interference by the state courts With 
government officers in the discharge of their 
duties. We have examined the following 
cases: Tenn. vs. Davis, 100 U.S. 257: Ga. ys 
O’Grady. 6 Woods, 496; Ga. vs. Post et. al 3 
Fed. Rep., 117; Pa. vs. Artman, 5 Phila. 304: 
ex parte Robinson 6th McLean, 355: ‘in re 
Farrant, 15 Abbott, 140; U. 8. y. jailer. 2d 
Abbott, 265; in re Neill, 8th Blatchford. ‘ 

Being satisfied that the case comes under 
the act and that the removal prayed fer and 
the writs asked for be allowed, it will be so 
ordered. As the district attorney of the 
United States is charged by law with the de- 
fense of revenue officers ch with 
offenses in the performance of their duties a 
special attorney will be appointed to repre- 


sent the government and the state of Georgia 
in the prosecution before the commissioner 
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holding the court of inquiry in the said re- 
moved case and before the grand jury and 
petit jury of this court, should 
the “ase be heard before _ either, 
and considering that there isdoubt as to the 
jurisdiction of the grand jury of this court 
to find an indictment in this case, and doubts 
as to the form and requisites thereof, the said 
special attorney, so appointed, and the solic: 
itor-general of Gwinnett county are authorized 
to lay the case before the grand jury of 
Gwinnett county at the next term of 
the superior court of that county for their ac- 
tion, provided any indictment found shall be 
at once certified to this court for prosecution 
and trial, subject to such legal objections as 
may be brought against it. 

Ordered, that writs of certiorari and habeas 
cum causa issue in this case directed to and 
served upom E. Walker Nash, justice of the 
peace of Gwinnett county, in this state. 

That Thomas FP. Westmoreland be 
appointed special attorney in the  prose- 
cution of this’ case before the com- 
missioner, who may be designated to hold the 
court of inquiry, before the grand jury and 
before the petit jury, finally trying any in- 
dictment found in the case. 

That said attorney and the solicitor general 
of Gwinnett county, who may tind an indict- 
ment, if the evidence warrants, which indict- 
ment shall be removed before tiis court for 
trial, subject to such exceptions as may be 
legally taken against it.

Mayer, Mr. H. Cranston, Mr. John Flynn and 
Mr. John H. Fitten were elected with me 
about one year ago. But Messrs. kiynn and 
Fitten declined to serve. So the tive other 
gentlemen and myself have attended to the 
business since our election.”’ 

‘‘How many inmates have you in the insti- 
tution ?”’ 

“At present we have about thiriy, but the 
number varies. The average number through 
the year, I think, has been about twenty, but 
our books are open to your inspection. They 
will show the names of all the inmates we 
have ever had,together with a brief history of 
each. The books will also show the exact 
number of persons present each and every 
day in the year, and also the number of extra 
meals furnished.”’ 

‘‘Where do your funds come from?’ 

“The city pays $75 per month, in return for 
which we take care of all the white hospital 
patients the city sends us. The rest of our 
tunds is supplied by the liberality of benevo- 
lent citizens.’ 

‘‘How about the sufficiency of your accom- 
modations?” : : 

‘We have never refused admittance to any 
one whom the city has sent, and have always 
had room for more.”’ « 

‘Where do you get your supplies from?” 

‘We buy them from the merchants in At- 
lanta. Purchases are usually made bv the 
matron, but the stores at which purchases are 
made arealways designated by the board of 
trustees.’’ 

‘Then your employes do not purchase where 
they please ?’’ 

“Never, except in the very smallest mat- 
ters’”’ 

‘How do you guard against extravagance 
and waste?’’ 

“The trustees meet once a month and the 
books show exactly how many day’s enter- 
tainment we have afforded. For instance, if 
we have had thirty inmates for thirty days, 


‘that shows nine hundred days entertainment, 


and by comparing this with the bills, which 
come in atthe endof the month we can see 
exactly what has been the expense per 
day for eachinmate. We can also tell exactly 
how many ounces of flour, meal, bacon, 
sugar, coffee, etc., have been consumed per 
capita. So you see if there were any extrava- 
gance or waste it would be impossible to con- 
ceal it. but we have never discovered any. 
“How often do the trustees inspect the in- 
stitution?” i : 
‘ag their representative I inspect it 
almost every day. Sometimes I 
visit it two or three times a day. 
Besides this w have asked a number of 
ladies to inspe t it once in two weeks each

but I am sorry to say the ladies are’ not regu- 
lar in their attendance.’’ 

‘‘What ladies are interested with the 
home?” 

‘There are fourteen of them. I cannot re- 
call all now, but remember that Mrs. Gov. 
Colquitt, Mrs. J. H. James, Mrs. _ B. 
Conley, Mrs. Dr. Bellamy, Mrs. Alexander, 
Mrs. Eichberg, Miss Dunwoody, Mrs. Dr. 
Bozeman and my wife are among the num- 
ber.”’ 

“T wuess the institution is not seetarian ?”’ 

“No. By the terms of the constitution not 
more than two membersof the board of trus- 
tees can be members of any one religious de- 
nomination. Baptists, Methodists, Presbyte- 
rians, Christians, Jews, Catholics and Episco- 
palians are intended to be represented on the 
board; but two of these are not actually rep- 
resented, because the gentlemen elected de- 
clined to serve. We shall try to get others to 
fill these places. As to our inmates, we 
never ask them about their religious associa- 
tions. I think we have had all kinds except 
Jews, but these would be as welcome as any- 
body else. ’ 

‘‘How about vour medical attendance?’ 

“The city supplies us with physicians, and 
undera recent order one or another of the 
city physicians is obliged to be in attendance 
at the institution two hours each day—ore in 
the morning and one in the afternoon.” 

‘You furnish your inmates good fare?’ 

“The best way for you to find out about 
that is to call there at meal times and see: 
vou will always be welcome. Of course our 
fare is plain; but we furnish delicacies to the 
sick so far as we are able.”’ 

‘‘How is the institution prospering?” 

“Very well; but Atlanta’s citizens can help 
us. Phev can hand money to our treasurer, Mr. 
David Mayer, or to any of our board of trustees, 
orto any of the ladies I named just now: or 
they can send provisions to the institution, 
No. 31 East Alabama street, next to the mar- 
ble vard. Anything that a human being can 
eat will beacceptable. The smallest quanti- 
ties are gratefully received. 

“We ownthe buildings. They were bought 
and paid for under the administration of Cap- 
tain John Milledge with money raised by the 
heroic endeavors of the noble women of At- 
lanta.”’ 

“Do you grant admission to all who ap- 
ply?” 

‘We take in the home department any white 
person who is homeless, friendless, penniless 
and helpless, whether man, woman or child: 
but we try to confine our bounty to citizens of 
Atlanta or of Fulton county. When paupers 


back towhence they came. At least this is 
ourrule. It is impossible always to enforce 
it rigidly. For humanity’s sake we are obliged 
to yield sometimes. Yet we set our faces like 
a flint against this imposition. We just do 
the best we can. In the hospital department 
we take any whom the city send.
